In a number of cases,, f's 1,2,5,9,10,11, and 
13, this is to provide additional detail which is quite important 
to the cases discussion, and which could alter my conclusions in 
either direction. In several cases, #*s 6,7,8,12,14, this is abso- 
lutely necessary because even the most basic facts are not yet veri- 


I would like you or one of your staff to review this article 
and see what you think. If it seems to have enough substance I 
would be glad to discuss putting it into publishable condition 
and working out how the remaining investigation could be done. 

Perhaps I could co-author it with a staff person who could clean 
up the loose ends . 

As a reading of the article will make clear, I shy away from 
positing a conspiracy to kill witnesses. I do feel that pressure 
has been applied to people to keep quiet and that some witnesses 
may have been murdered. But many seemingly key witnesses remain 
alive and we are not in position to know the fates of people so 
important that documents on them are classified or were never even 
given to the Warren Commission.
